HEALTH IN FLORIDA. 

Tlir present timr HtTiiiH opportune I 
to nay n wonl or two on this subject. 
Many {ample here, ill spite of all rea¬ 
sonable Vonsidcrations to tin* ion 
trary, ni l' Idle I wit 1 1 a vaiptc ilrrml ot 
tin* yellow frvrr, ami iiroplr in otlirr 
parts of thr country nre half afraiil to 
ronir funny part (if till' Stair Worse 
than this, many of tlir liltin' class 
t hink of Florida asa plttrr part icttlnrly 
stllijri't to a dreadful disease'which 
of her parts of I fir vomit ry an* free 
from. Now what are till' farts!' I'er- 
tainly, tlirrr is yrllow frvrr in Florida, 
hut Florida is a big S.jntd—it is nearly 
100 niilrs from rant lowrsf m-ross I hr - 
northrrn part, atn| nrarly tin* same 
from nnrt h to soulh. In all- that e.x- 
trnt of country, is it wonderful that 
one nr t wo t ow n* should hr fonml in 
snrli mi unsanitary rnnilit urn as to 
ofTrr a fertile soil for disease? This 
has provnl to Im* thr rasr in KryW’rst 
ami in. Tampa, ami tlir discnsconcc 
ini roilurril t hrrr, unt urally sprrml ami 
mult ipliiil, just as Iyphoiif frirr.iliph- 
t lirria, ami ot Imr tlisrasrs havnlonr in 
ot hrrinirts of-thr rotHrti-y. Hut when 
tlirrr is an rpuh inir of typhoid frvrr 
nr 1 1 ipi 1 1 lirria in a uni t Item f ow n. tlnrs 
janybody think of desert tut; a whole 
Statrfor it ? Do not proplr a him 
ilrnl niilrs away, or rvrn Irn milrs. 
frrl prrfrrtly safr ami uncniu erucd? 

It may remind them to Inol^/iflrr 
tlirir own prriuisrs niorr raidully, as 
in preventive of similar trnulilr at 
home, anil tin* town where thr disease 
rxists proliahly takes r.xtraorilimtry 
measures to rrmovr tlir ron/litions 
wliirh have caused it. Now, thiit is 
exactly what has happened lirrr. 
Front mu? rial of. thr State In tlir 
ot Imr tin* towns havr taken a nrw 
survey of tlirlirlfl, nml takrn inrasurrs 
to put themselves inns good sanitary 
condition as possible, and thr two 
towns whrrr tlmdisrasr has lirrn havr 1 
workril hard to cleanse themselves 
and get rid of thr rausrs of tlirir | 
trouble. Till* rrst of thr State lias! 
not changed in any way front what it ! 
has always lirrn.nnd it has lirrn justly [ 


celebrated as an unusually healthy 
ono J.o Iivr in. It is so still, ami tlirrr 
is no reason for any panic at home, . 
mu'drar of coming Imre from abroad, 
Indeed, thr day of panics on account; 
of ordinary diseases ought to he con¬ 
sidered as past. among sensihle people. 
Thr rausrH of most ordinary diseases 
are now so well asrri'iainrd, that in¬ 
stead of Mindly running away from 
tlinn, wr may save ourselves a great 
deal of millerrsNury t ronlilr, if wr w ill 
ipiirtly invest igntc nm’. smTomidiags, 
and find out w firf her t lie i ondit ions of 
danger really exist. If they do wr 
should remove tlirm if possible, and it 
not. tIn n remove ourselves, Imt if wr 
liml otirsrlvrs surrounded with only 
thr most hrallhyronditions.it is rcr 
tainly thr L't'entcsl folly to run away 
from tlirm to plnres where we cannot 
hr lirflcr off and nlay hr wot.se. 

As to the yrllow .fever, it may now 
fairly hi* included ill tlir list of ordi¬ 
nary ilist-asrs, in t ropicaI comil l ies at 
any rate, and it may also hr included 
uiuniiK those which are will under¬ 
stood, ami to a very In rue dri'i-rr, if 
not entirely, prevent iblc hy-well known 
preenul ions. This should lead us to 
do all wr call to prevent it. hy makiiii' 
it a criminal olfrns*- to imiintnin tlm 
conditions known to he dnnuerous Io 
tin- public health, and avoid them 
ourselves. If t he disease does come in 
spite »if us. it is no h>ni;cr to hr feared 
as if once was, for heinu well under¬ 
stood, it ran hr more" sin-ecssfolly 
treated. As we staled last week otvly 
one ease out ot fit'llt at Tampa lias 
proved tatal.aml it further appeals 
from fee* lit reports that about one- 
third of those which havr hern fatal 
were persons subject t-o some chronic 
disease which made 11 if it i especially 
susceptible to tlm fever. This leaves 
only (file fatal rasr in twelve atuouu 
persons ordinarily healthy, and it is 
fa ir to suppose 11 ml at least halt of l lie 
onr-twr|fth were drinking turn or sub¬ 
ject t.o some snrli 1 1 a Ini known to he 
especially danurrous m combination 
with thr lever. 'Phis would leave 
about one fatal ease in twenty-four
